RADICALS TAKEN

London, Jan. 20.—Supplies of food 
and t|w materials have a profound 
importance to the world's economic 
welfare, said George S. Roberts, Food 
Controller, in addressing the British 
Russian Club here last night He 
said the cost of living had displayed 
an ever upward tendency, and that 
the only Issue from the situation was 
the discovery of new sources of sup¬ 
ply with which to re-establish com¬ 
petition as the first step in the re¬ 
duction of prices. % 

"I hate Bolshevism," he asserted, 
"but I would be lacking in my duty 
If I failed to ascertain the possi¬ 
bilities l^phlnd the supplies Russia 
has on hand. If it be possible with 
honor to our country to resume trade 
with Russia, we can undoubtedly 
open up vast new avenues of wealth 
and employment for our own people."

Only Few Hundred Remain 
•at Camps Throughout 
This Country 


Montreal, Jan. 20.—(Canadian 
Press)—Lieut.-Colonel W. F. Date, 
commandant of the camp for enemy 
aliens at Kapuskasing, back here on 
fqrlough, stated yesterday that while 
the United States newspapers had 
made much ado about a shipment of 
several hundred deported ‘'Reds” 
from the United States to' Europe, 
the Canadian Government had been 
carrying on this work quietly but 
effectively for over a year past. Dur¬ 
ing the past year well over 1,000 
enemy aliens had been shipped from 
Canada and more were yet to go. 
They Included Austrians and Ger¬ 
mans chiefly, and a certain number 
of Russians. These parties were sent 
under guard to Rotterdam or other 
ports from which easy access could 
be secured to Central European 
points. 

About 100 of the Winnipeg “Reds” 
had been thus deported who had been 
gathered in during the troubles In 
Winnipeg last June by the Royal 
North West Mounted Police and sent 
in batches to Kapuskasing, whence 
they had been shipped across the 
Atlantic. 

Lieut.-Col. Date said there were at 
present only about 100 enefhy aliens 
at Kapuskasing, together with a few 
hundred in camps in other parts of 
the country, and these w^ouid be sent 
home at the earliest opportunity.

Smuts Asks South Africans 
to Help Relieve Food 
Shortage 


Cape Town. Jan. 1$.—Lleut-Gen. i 
the Rt Hon. Jan Christian Smuts, a ] 
member of the British delegation at 
the Peace Conference, has appealed 
to the people of South Africa to as¬ 
sociate themselves in the work of re¬ 
lieving distress in Central Europe 
and to devote special efforts to work 
for starving children. 

“Starvation and disease are pro¬ 
ducing terrible mental and moral 
conditions,’’ says the appeal. ' “The 
darkness of a great doom seems to 
be settling doTgn over large parts of 
Christendom. The Allies may be 
overshadowed by the danger of an 
immeasurable defeat for humanity 
and the people,of South Africa, who 
are richly blessed, dare not sit still.” 

Hungary. 

Paris, Jan. 20.—Sir William Goode, 
British Director of Relief, received 
dispatches from the British Mission 
at Budapest saying that on January 
11 there was only one day’s grain 
reserve, and that the heavy snow¬ 
fall doubtless would result In star¬ 
vation. 

The immediate cause of this small 
reserve, it is declared, was Serbia's 
refusal to permit the passage of 
foodstuffs purchased by the Hun¬ 
garian Government. The British 
representatives termed the situation 
“playing with death.” 

The British Mission’s report said 
that the rlch«had small supplies, and 
if requisitioned they would add a 
couple of days’ reserve. 

MUCH LIQUOR IS 

SEIZED IN NEW YORK 


New York, Jan. 20.—Liquor valued 
at more than $3,000,000 has been 
seized in New York since Friday night, 
when enforcement of the prohibition 
amendment became effective, accord¬ 
ing to statements of Internal Revenue 
officials. The greater part of the 
seizure was whisky, it was stated, that 
had been brought to piers to catch 
outgoing ste&nfships but had reached 
the waterfront too late .to bq put on 
board. Large stocks of liquor on 
piers, in barges alongside piers and in 
transit also would be seized, the rev¬ 
enue officers added.

— Georges Gaston 
Quien, convicted and condemned to 
death In September last on charges 
of having had treasonable dealings 
vfith the Germans and having be¬ 
trayed to them Edith Cavell, the 
English nurse, appeared before a 
courtmartlal for trial for the second 
time yesterday. 

The court of appeals set aside 
Qulen's conviction last October and 
a new trial was ordered. The ground 
taken by counsel for Quien in ap¬ 
pealing against the ^srdict was that 
the vote of the courtmartlal was four 
to three, whereas it should have been 
five to two to be effective.

But any such cold 
snap increase will only be temporary, 
however, as the hens will not stop for 
long.

Ltd., of Ksqulmalt. have 
been awarded the contract to re¬ 
pair and' put Into seaworthy shape 
the auxiliary schooner Oregon, war 
prise, which after several years of 
litigation, has bnpn ordered to be re¬ 
turned to her owners by the British 
Government. 

The Oregon was towed from her 
berth in the Upper Harbor yester- 
duy afternoon to Ksqulmalt and will 
be hauled out on the marine rail¬ 
way ut Yarrows for complete over¬ 
haul. A new mainmast will be 
stepped and when the repairs have 
been eompleted the vessel will be re¬ 
classified. 

The Oregon was seized early In 
the war by the Canadian erulser 
Rainbow* off the Gulf of California 
and brought to Victoria as a prixe 
of war. The registered^ owner of the 
vessel was the Crowley Launch A 
Tugboat Company, of San Francisco, 
and the cargo aboard when the ship 
was seized was owned by Linga & 
Co., of Mazatlan, Mexico. The cargo 
which had been discharged at the 
Outer Docks, was sold at public auc¬ 
tion- The money realised on the 
freight, together wlfh accrued in¬ 
terest. will be paid back to Linga A 
Co. By way of compensation to the 
owners the vessel will be put Into a 
seaworthy condition before being 
turned back to them.

Such is the opinion of Sir 
Douglas C. Cameron, former -Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor of Manitoba, and 
President of the Rat Portage Lumber 
Company, who arrived in the city 
>esterday on a periodical inspection 
of his extensive lumber interests on 
the coast. 

In the opinion of Sir Douglas, 
Winnipeg, in common with all other 
Western cities is feeling the shortage 
of housing accommodation, owing to 
the cessation of building during the 
war. The special circumstances of 
the Winnipeg strike delayed building 
construction last year, In his opin¬ 
ion. but now, in spite of high prices, 
the demand is so insistent that con¬ 
struction must go forward. 

Sir Douglas does not expect, he 
told The Times, any substantial break 
in lumber prices. He does not look 
for any material new development In 
the way of new mills while the cost 
of equipment is so high. He was 
glad to learn, however, that there 
had been considerable development 
on the Blast Coast of Vancouver 
Island in the lumber industry since 
his last visit. 

He expressed, his regret at the pre¬ 
mature publication when he was out 
on the coast last, of a scheme for re¬ 
habilitating returned men through a 
lumber company with which his 
name was associated, saying that the 
statement issued from Vancouver at 
the time had prejudiced the negotia¬ 
tions for an important project.

Mr. Alidritt referred to the char¬ 
acteristics of the Huns, and it was 
his opinion that in another ten years 
they would be searching about for 
another war with the Allies, against 
whom the bitterest hatred has been 
engendered. He also stated that the 
German people were anxious to have 
the Kaiser restored to his former 
rank and position.

YOUNG MEN BRING 
ABOUT DOWNFALL OF 
MISS JESSIE OATES 


Magistrate Jay Calls Them a 
Disgrace to Humanity; 
Case Dismissed 


"There are a lot of young men try* 
ing to push this unfortunate young 
girl farther Into the mud Instead of 
trying to give her a helping hand and 
aid her to mend her ways. No doubt 
she has been morally lax, but these 
young men are more to blame than 
she is. This class of young men is a 
disgrace to humanity. On her last 
appearance before me I gave her 
some good advice, but it seems to 
have been of no avail. This case does 
not come within the meaning of the 
code, and I will have to dismiss her. 
I am sorry that there is not some 
suitable institution to which I could 
send the girl." 

With these words Magistrate Jay 
dismissed Miss Jessie Oates in the 
police court this mornltVg on a charge 
of vagrancy. The evidence submitted 
by the prosecution, while startling in 
Its revelations, was not sufficient to 
convict her. City Prosecutor Harri¬ 
son told the court that the arrest had 
been made for the good of the girl, 
and he was hoping that some steps 
could be taken to get her away from 
a crowd of young men who sought to 
ruin her. 

Arrested at Hotel. 

Detective-Sergeant Carlow and 
Detective Macdonald stated in the 
witness box that they had arrested 
the accused in company wit ft p. young 
man named Irving in a room in the 
Fairfield Hotel at 2.30 o'clock last 
Sunday night. They both admitted 
that Miss Oates wandered about the 
streets late at night talking with 
young men. and seemed to have no 
means of support. 

D. Irving told the court that he 
had met the accused on Saturday 
night as she was on her tfay KBme 
from the Orpheum show with two 
companions. He made, arrangements 
to call at her house when he finished 
work to take her out. About 12.80 
o’clock Irving said he motored to the 
residence of Miss Oates and picked 
her up. An effort was then made to 
get a room at a hotel. The clerks at 
the Cecil. Savoy and Montrose Hotels 
would not admit the couple. Finally 
they arrived at the Fairfield Hotel 
and registered as Mr. and Mrs. Noble, 
and were given a room, the witness 
said. They had not been in the room 
long before the detectives arrived 
and arrested the woman. 

It later developed that the accused 
left her home against the wish pf the 
lady with whom she was staying. 

Some More Advice. 

Magistrate Jay detained the young 
girl to give her further advice. He 
pointed out to her the inevitable end 
if she persisted in her present ways.

■ IMPROVEMENTS 


Will Try to Start Paving and 
Park-Development This 
Year 

STARTS TO ORGANIZE 

PRODUCTION DRIVE 


Alderman A. E. Todd set out this 
morning to become the busiest mem¬ 
ber of the 1920 City Council. 

The •ex-mayor, resuming his old- 
time activity, kept the City Hall 
staff hustling to supply him with In¬ 
formation on various subjects, 
started as head of the Increased Pro¬ 
duction Committee to organize an 
unprecedented campaign of vacant 
lot cultivation and posted motions 
looking to the development of the 
Willows Park into an athletic centre, 
In co-operation with Oak Bay as a 
member of the Beaches and Parks 
Committee, the opening of the Elk 
Lake area as a park, the establish¬ 
ment of a new golf links, the Im¬ 
provement of Burnside Road at the 
city boundary, and the paving of 
Esquimau Road. 

Increased Production. 

"I hope that we shall have the 
most actiVe year in the history of 
the city as regards increased pro¬ 
duction,” Alderman Todd remarked 
after consultation with civic officials 
on the matter. “The need this year, 
there is no doubt, is greater than it 
has ever been in tl>e past. I have 
consulted with the City Solicitor and 
in his opinion, I am glad to say, the 
Aqt which allows the conscription of 
vacant lots for purposes of produc¬ 
tion is still in force, and will remain 
so at least until the end of this year." 

The Willows. 

The alderman's motion regarding 
the development of the Willows, 
which explains itself, is as follows: 

"That the Victoria-Saanich Beaches 
and Parks Committee be requested 
to consider the advisability of invit¬ 
ing the Council of the Municipality 
of Oak Bay to take membership In 
the Committee and that in the event 
of the Committee favorably con¬ 
sidering this suggestion, and Oak 
Bay accepting, the Committee's in¬ 
vitation, that it be further suggested: 

"(1) That the Committee endeavor 
to develop the Willows so as to make 
the large area available not only for 
agricultural fair purposes, as at 
present, but also available as a sport¬ 
ing centre for all classes of games, 
and also to endeavor to develop a 
portion of the tyea for all qrdjgacy 
park' purposes. 

"(2) That the Committee be re¬ 
quested to consult with and advise 
that any organization interested in 
the development of a golf links open 
on payment of a nominal dally fee to 
any of the public: and that the Vic¬ 
toria City Council is of the opinion 
that a golf course of this description 
would be an asset to this community, 
and therefore this Council Is pre¬ 
pared to give careful consideration 
at any time to arfy fair and reason¬ 
able plan of recommendation that 
the said city may see fit to make." 

Could Be Active Centre 

Discussing this motion, Mr. Todd 
expressed the view that the Willows 
could become a fur more useful centre 
for athletic and other activities than 
it was at present. He believed that 
the proposals outlined in his motion 
would make the Willows an asset to 
the city, would encourage athletic 
organizations to stag* more meets, 
would be a great attraction to visit¬ 
ors. and could be carried out at a 
trifling cost to the ratepayers. 

"Personally I am much in favor of 
the Idea of a municipal golf links," 
the alderman remarked, "provided It 
do£s not cost the city too much. A 
golf links where anyone can play on 
payment of a nominal fee would be 
one of the biggest possible assets the 
cKy could have. I feel encouraged In 
bringing this matter before the Coun¬ 
cil by the fact that the Golf By-law 
received at the recent municipal 
election very much more than a ma¬ 
jority and only failed to Becure the 
necessary three-fifths by some 
seventy votes." 

Elk Lake 

The possibilities of the Elk Lake 
watershed area are dealt with in the 
following motion. 

“That..the Victoria-Saanich Beaches 
and Parks Committee be requested 
to consider at an early date some 
plan whereby without the city In any 
way imperilling its water rights, the 
Elk I^ke area owned by the city 
may be thrown open to the use of 
the public as a park under the juris¬ 
diction of the Victoria-Saanich 
Beaches and Parks Committee." 

Burnside Paving 

The paving of Burnside Road is 
proposed os follows: 

"Whereas there is an objectionable 
gap in the paving of Burnside Road 
between the terminus of the city's 
paving and the commencement of 
paving done in Haanich; 

"And whereas the reason for this 
gap is joint jurisdiction for this area 
of Saanich and Victoria: 

“Be It resolved that the City En¬ 
gineer be instructed to request the 
Saanich Council to authorize the dis¬ 
cussion between the Engineer of 
Saanich and himself as to the best 
method of paving the area. 

"And further, without wishing to 
limit the scope of the discussion of 
the two engineers, that, in view of 
the known conditions of paving and 
the consequent desire for economy, 
the City Council suggests as a basis 
for discussion that this gap would 
be adequately filled by a pavement 
either of the type laid by Saanich or 
a concrete paving of the same width, 
whichever is the cheaper. # 

"That upon receipt of th*e Joint re¬ 
port of the two officials that a com¬ 
mittee-of the Victoria City Council 
be appointed to discuss with the 
Saanich Council the financing of the 
said 'work.” 

“It has not been possible in the pm! 
to arrange ttny satisfactory under¬ 
standing between the city and Saanich 
whereby this stretch could be paved, 
and finished in a manner agreeable to 
both parties," the ex-Mayor recalled. 
"I am of the opinion that we should 
simply get together on the matter and

put It through In some mutually sat-; 
isfactory way. This, I think, can be 
done If we go at it with the deter¬ 
mination of solving the difficulty. 
That stretch of road is almost always 
in a bad state of repair.” 

Esquimalt Road. 

Alderman Todd deals with the pav¬ 
ing of Esquimalt Road as follows: j 

"That with a view to proceeding' 
with the paving of the Esquimalt 
Road, from the point at or near the 
westward end of the Point Ellice 
bridge westward to the existing 
pavement, the City Engineer 
be instructed to . submit to 
the next meeting of the Streets Com¬ 
mittee. an estimate of the present cost 
of doing the work. 

"Further, that the City Engineer 
and the City Comptroller be instruct¬ 
ed to attend the said meeting and be 
prepared to give advice on how best to 
conduct the work. And how beat to 
finance the same." 

"I think something should be done 
with regard to Esquimalt Road." the 
alderman remarked to a Times repre¬ 
sentative. ' "The road at present Is In 
a deplorable condition. I hope that 
we shall get some definite action this 
year."

INSPECTED HOSPITAL 


Club Will Continue Activities 
Until Conditions at Jubilee 
Hospital Improve • 


The members of the Kiwants Club 
held their regular weekly luncheon 
at the Provincial Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital to-day, the occasion being an 
inspection of the institution by the 
Club in order to obtain a first-hand 
knowledge of the conditions which 
exist there and the Improvements 
that are required.

Henry C. Hall, M.P.P.. briefly ex¬ 
plained on behalf of the hospital

Ottawa. Jan. 20. — (Canadian 
Press.)—The Board of Railway Com¬ 
missioners this morning reserved de¬ 
cision on the application of the Can¬ 
adian railways for a postponement of 
the Board’s order with regard to Joint 
freight tariffs. Last August the 
Board Issued an order instructing the 
railways to adopt Joint tariffs where 
freight must be shipped over two <* 
more lines and compelling the publi¬ 
cation of these tariffs. The Chief 
Traffic Officer of the Board, James 
Hardwell, made a report containing 
recommendations with regard to the 
new tariffs which is considered a 
basis for the order. 

The hallways this morning asked 
for a re-hearlng of the whole matter 
on the ground that the coming amal¬ 
gamation of the Grand Trunk with 
the Canadian National Railway sys¬ 
tem altered the situation, and also 
because certain practical features of 
the matter had not been considered. 

The hearing was featured by a few 
rather forcible remarks from Chief 
Commissioner Carvell with regard to 
the orders of the Board. Be was im¬ 
pressed, he said, by the fact that 
none of the Judgments of the Board 
appeared to be considered as final, 
and that persons who were not 
pleased with them thought that all 
they had to do was to come back and 
ask for another hearing. 

"Some people,” he said, "seem to be 
treating this Board as a rubber stamp 
to O. K. their own Ideas. I object to 
being treated as a rubber stamp and 
to the orders of this Board being re¬ 
garded as mere interim orders." 

Mr. Carvell Baid he was not finding 
fault with the railways, but was merely 
drawing attention to an attitude which 
appeared to be prevalent with regard to 
the Railuay Commission, which sliouid 
not prevail. 

Ottawa, Jan. 20.—(Canadian Press).— 
At the close of the sttting of the Board 
of Railway Commissioners here this 
morning, Hon. Frank Carvell, the chair¬ 
man, announced that he had written a 
somewhat lengthy interpretation of the 
rights of railways to grant free tele¬ 
graph. telephone and express privileges.

At the front he re¬ 
ceived terrible wounds from which he 
never fully recovered. He was well- 
known among newspapermen in this 
city and was a frequent contributor to 
local papers.

NEWS AND NOTES 
_O F THE MINES 

Mountain Chief. 

After taking 423 tons of ore from 
the upper workings of the Mountain 
Chief copper property at Renata, 
Manager J. W. Evans has started 
to sink from the bottom of the shaft, 
to gain further depth. 

As the shaft progressed last sum¬ 
mer, the ore gradually changed in 
character from chalcopyrite to mix¬ 
ed chalcopyrite and bornite, and at 
& depth of sixty feet it was decided 
to test the lateral extension of the 
ore body by a drift, which was car¬ 
ried to a length of forty-five feet. 
Both the shaft and the drift contri¬ 
buted stopage, but the bulk of the 
ore has conrre from the drift 

During the late fall there was a 
big addition to the equipment at the 
property, in the shape of a two- 
drill compressor, and a power hoist 
A motor truck has also been added 
to carry the ore from the lower ter¬ 
minal of the 3,200-foot tram from the 
workings on Dog Creek. 

The property has been under de¬ 
velopment for the last eleven months 
by the Mountain Chief Mining Co. 

Moving in Machinery. 

A quantity of mining machinery is 
on order for the Premier Mine, near 
Stewart, and is expectod t<? arrive 
soon. This includes compressors, 
milling machinery and the necessary 
apparatus for installing a small 
water power for use in the compres¬ 
sors. The machinery will be taken 
up on sleighs over the road from 
Stewart 

IS OLDEST HARP 

IN THE WORLD 

What is said to be the oldest harp 
in the world is preserved at the 
Louvre Museum in Paris. It was 
found In an Egyptian tomb and is 
nearly 4,000 years old. Others dating 
back 3,000 years have been discov¬ 
ered, while the instrument was held 
In such high regard by the ancient 
Celtic races that harpers were treat¬ 
ed with vener&tloh and distinction, 
their lands being free and their per¬ 
sons sacred. 

In his Interesting booklet on the 
harp, Sir Robert Ladfleld, the steel 
magnate, who has made a study of 
the history of the instrument, men¬ 
tions that Ireland's most famous 
harp Is now in Trinity College, Dub¬ 
lin. This belonged to the Irish mon¬ 
arch, Brian Boruraba, who came to 
the throne in 1005 A- D. 

An extraordinary incident In the 
history of the Instrument concerns 
its presentation by King Brian’s son, 
Donagh, to the Pope of that time, 
John XVIII„ In order to obtain abso¬ 
lution for the murder of his brother 
Teig. For a while the harp was de¬ 
posited In the Vatican, being ulti¬ 
mately sent by Tope Leo X. to King 
Henry VIII. with the title "Defender 
of the Faith," written under the 
crown, which was of massive gold. 
By Henry VIII.’s orders the harp was

Increased prices of King models 
range from $50 on the road-king to 
$95 on the limoudan, a combination 
of the King sedan and limousine, em¬ 
bracing all the better qualities of 
both cars. The price of the Kink 
touring car will be increased $435 
from $2,150 and the foursome will be 
•old for $2,585, an increase of $235. 
The road-king now sells at $2,550 and 
the present price of the King sedan 
is $3,190. All of the prices will be¬ 
come effective with the new year. 

Pres. C. D. Hastings of the Hupp 
Motor Car Co., said his company was 
conducting an investigation as to 
costs and while material and labor 
costs were mounting steadily, virtu¬ 
ally assuring an increase in the price, 
no action had been taken. 

Other Prices Not Out 

Packard Motor Car Co., officials 
see no reason now for increasing the 
price of their cars. Packard, how¬ 
ever, Is protected by a clause in their 
sales contracts which calls for in¬ 
creased prices on cars ordered, where 
the cost of production is increased 
after the customer’s order has been 
taken and he has made a deposit 
The customer of course is allowed the 
privilege of cancelling his order and 
withdrawing his deposit 

The new prices of Cadillacs will 
not be announced until the cars are 
placed on exhibition. There will be 
an increase on all models but officials 
refuse to give them out at this time. 
The same is true of Saxon, Maxwell- 
Chalmers and Paige. 

Estimating New Costs. 

The Maibohm sddan will be in¬ 
creased from $1,995 to $2,100, though 
changes in the prices of other models 
will not be given out at this time. 
It is the plan of the Maibohm Co., to 
equip the increased-priced sedan with 
34 by 4 inch wheels and tires, for 
which there will be no extra charge. 
The phaeton will be equipped with 
34 by 4 inch tires and with spring, 
which will necessitate an increase 
in the price of $28.46. 

No other figures could he secured 
from manufacturers, all of those not 
mentioned specifically stating that 
their production departments were 
busily engaged in the compilation of 
production cost estimates on which 
prices would be based.
